The lo ngest ho rse race in histo ry 
to o k place a t Deer Dnlge, Mo n., o n 
No v. 17, lsTO, a distance o f 60 m iles’ 
co ntinuo us running, to test the stay­ 
ing qualities o f two lo cal ho rses 
called Lizard and Billy Bo y, and the 
stakes were 11,000 a side. 
The first 
riders selected were: Fo r Billy Bo y, 
N at Evans, 80 po unds; Bo bby G ra­ 
ham , 69; Eddy Evans, 75; fo r Liz­ 
ard, To m m y Wo o ds, 82 jnmnds, and 
Ben Phillips, 84. tho intentio n being 
to change ev ery 10 o r 15 miles, as 
the articles perm itted th e ho rses to 
go as they pleased between start 
and sto p.

WHAT THI FINANCIAL DEPRESSION 


MEANT TO THEM. 


it Cest th* Farmer! of tho Grot* 
Growl urn Status $886,»T6.»44—>Tho 
Coma# of this Financial Depres­ 
sion Was the Silver IS to I De- 
lesion—Establish Good Money and 
Prosperity Will Return to All 
Branches of Industry. 


Th* Delegation Insisted. 
In speaking of the doniipop logier 
lat ive convention at Little Falla yes­ 
terday the correspondent of the Pio­ 
neer Press says: 
“Mr. Hoop had declared that he 
was not a candidate, but the delega­ 
tion from Crow W mg county appar­ 
ently insisted on his running, and he 
consented. * * The only delegate 
from Crow Wing was Mr. Hoop. 


The Immediate future or this country 
now rests upou the decision of the ten 
grain growing states of the upper 
Mississippi 
valley, 
Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne­ 
sota, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and Mis­ 
souri. The center of power now lies In 
this section. 
The area of these states is 605,850 
square miles and they now produce 
over 70 per cent, of the corn, wheat 
and oats of the nation. 
In 18<H a large portion of these states 
was unorganized territory as yet un­ 
touched by the plough. Only six and a 
half per cent, 24,000,000 acres, was In 
corn, wheat and oats. In 1801 a little 
over 20 per cent, over 80,000,000 acres, 
yielded 58,000,000 tons which at |15.83 
per ton farm value brought to farmers 
within a fraction of $020,000,000. The 
value per ton had fallen from $24.83 in 
1881, but was equal to that In 1871, 
when It was $15.81. It was worth per 
ton more than in 1862, value then 
$14.42, all on a gold basis. (Facts from 
advanced sheets of a report of L. G. 
Powers Chief of Bureau of Statistics 
Minnesota.) 
It is manifest that the changes in tbs 
coinage act of 1873 had not changed 
the conditions materially, unless to bet­ 
ter them, because the highest returns 
for grain ever secured had been in 
1881, eight years after silver is said to 
have been demonetized. In the year 
1881 short crops of wheat in Europe 
brought an export equal to a barrel of 
lour a year for forty million people 
nearly as mapy as were supplied at 
home. 
Nearly all of these farms were either 
under mortgage in 1862 or they have 
been bought and put under cultivation 
ainee that year with money borrowed 
on mortgage. From 1881 to 1895 more 
(turn tw<: thirds outside districts were 
free of .ay mortgage on the laud and 
were well stocked. 
There war no grout change In the 
general conditions in this period. The 
year 1892 was one of general activity 
In business and of general prosperity 
In all sections of the country. A 
change In the protective features in th# 
tariff was made in 1893 by which wool 
was put in the free list; but except In 
Ohio wool bas not been a product of 
•ny moment in any of those states and 
In (Hilo Itself the annual value of the 
wool Is less than the value of hens' 
sggs annually produced. 
There are very extensive manufac­ 
turers In these states but to the extent 
of at least 95 to 97 per cent they are 
of goods and wares that cannot be Im­ 
ported from foreign countries. Accord­ 
ing to the census classification of manu­ 
facturers, which included flouring mills 
meat packing, cheese factories and 
creameries, their manufactures are 
very largely exported. 
Yet between 1891 and 1895 something 
happened which has reduced the value 
of the grain crop from $15.83 per ton 
to $9.42 or from a farm value of $918,- 
741,304 to $531,764,360, making a dif­ 
ference to the farmers of $386,976,944. 
The crops of corn. wheat and oats of 
those ten states in 1891 and 1895 were 
as follows:

At •* lrri of $6. *1 the cost of finan­ 
cial depression to tile farmers of the 
grain growing states was $380,976,644. 
What caused financial depression? 
AU the national conditions of 1890 
were as conducive to activity and pros­ 
perity aa in 1891 and 1892. Prosperity 
exists -when the distribution of all 
products is regular 
and continuous. 
That means a steady consumption for 
the support of life, to which about 90 
per cent of each year’s product is de­ 
voted, and an equally regular con­ 
sumption for the Increase of capital In 
improvements upon land, in the con­ 
struction of railways, factor’- *>, work­ 
shops and new buildings, to which IO 
per cent of our product may lie usually 
applied. The traffic or exchange for 
the support of life must go on, but 
when 
constructive 
enterprise 
is 
stopped, products pile up in excess of 
5 to IO per cent, prices fall very low, 
Whtle all over the country workmen 
who need these products stand idle. 
There 
are 
now 
24,000,000 
men, 
women and children occupied for gain 
in all th arts on which life depends. 
If constructive enterprise is paralyzed, 
ns It has been and only 5 per cent are 
idle, that weans 1.200.000 men out of 
work and nearly 4.000.000 people suf­ 
fering want, while the food they would 
consume chokes the farms with un­ 
salable products, lf IO per cent are 
Idle, 2,400,OOO need work and 7.200,000 
people suffer want while the food rots 
and wastes In the farmers' bins. 
The curse of bad money is upon us, 
and millions are now suffering for the 
wanf 'f the very products which can­ 
not In sold at cost upon the farms.

Delegates to us who can now mine and 
smelt silver bullion to almost any ex­ 
tent at a cost of sixty (60) to seventy 
(70) coats an ounce, or about 50 cents 
on a dollar, the power to hare silver 
ingots or bars made into round pieces 
of silver or coins in the mint at your 
expense; also give us the power to 
force you to take these round pieces of 
silver or coins which are named dol­ 
lars, for your crops, at one hundred 
and twenty-nine cents ($1.29) an ounce, 
or at one dollar for what costs us 50 
cents, and by this course we will at 
onee advance your prices and perhaps 
enable you to get as much in 50-cent 
silver dollars as you secured In gold 
dollars in 1891 or even in 1881. That 
course, they say, will profit us In fact 
at the rate of thirty million dollars 
($3* >,000.000) a year or more for three 
or four years In our mining operations, 
and will profit you in appearance at a 
somewhat similar ratio. 
Fndoubtedly the inside talk of these 
silver barons and their confederates is 
something like this: “These fanners 
are slow, stupid fellows; a third of 
them are In debt, the rest want better 
prices, and before they find out the 
trick we shall get three or four years 
of pickings and can pull out a hundred 
million dollars ($100,090,000) for our­ 
selves. In the meantime we will lend 
our profits on gold mortgages (as Sena­ 
tor Stewart does) and keep the re­ 
serves of all our own hanks in cold 
coin (as the banks in Representative 
Newland’* state do). We have done 
this all along while we were making 
our profits out of Uncle Sam under the 
Bland and Sherman acts.’* 
In reply to this plausible statement 
by which the advocates of free coinage 
have attempted to mislead the farm­ 
ers. the simple facts may be cited: 
Under the Bland act silver bullion 
had been bought at the rate of $2,000,- 
000 per month from 1878 to 1890. Un­ 
der the Sherman act of 1890 4,500.1)00 
ounces had 
been 
bought month by 
month until 1893. Under those two 
acts the national debt due on demand 
has been increased nearly $500,OOO, 
OOO. 
At the end of 1892 and In the begin 
ning of 1893 it became apparent that 
this compulsory 
purchase of 
silver 
bullion by means of a forced loan was 
destroying the credit of the nation, and 
with it the credit of every man in the 
community. There are no crimes in 
'history which have ever inflicted so 
much misery as the debasement of tho 
coin of the realm. That was in part 
accomplished by the Bland and Sher­ 
man acts, and that is the avowed ob­ 
ject of the silver miners and their con­ 
federates in the proposal for the un­ 
limited coinage of silver dollars of full 
legal tender at IOO cents costing about 
50 rents on a dollar in gold. 
What happened between 1891 and 
18!*5 was that the evil effect of this de­ 
basement of coin came to light. The 
beginning of the remedy in the repeal 
of the Sherman act came too late to 
prevent the disaster of 1895 and the 
even worse conditions of 1896. 
The greenback craze preceded and 
brought on the panic of 1873. The 
Greenback party was ‘Tushed out of 
existence in 
1874, when 
the whole 
W*-st sustained President Grant’s veto 
of further inflation. 
The silver craze will be crushed out 
by the uprising of the farmers of th e , 
ten grain growing states in November 
iu support of the present standard and 
onlv lawful unit of 
value, a dollar 
made of gold. This gold standard al­ 
ready existed, but 
was 
established 
more fully by Andrew Jackson and 
Tic»mas Hart Benton in 1834. It was 
re-established by almost unanimous 
consent of congress in 1873, aftertan 
exhaustive debate beginning *• Into. 
i'm re-established in the resumption 


honor and integrity of tile nation and 
the restoration of general prosperity 
by crushing out the fraud to which 
thousands upon thousands of honest 
but misguided men have lent their aid 
under the specious sophistry of the 
silver miners, their attorney in con­ 
gress and their confederates in the 
public agitation of their dishonest ef­ 
fort.

John Lind is well and favorably 
known to the millers of the United 
States. When lie was a member of 
congress he did splendid service in 
working for the Harter bill, a measure 
affecting foreign bills of lading and 
of great interest to the milling indus­ 
try of the whole country. When the 
bill passed, the trade felt that it was 
greatly indebted to Mr. Lind for his 
services, and, in order to express their 
sentiments in 
an 
appropriate and 
pleasant way, the millers of Minneap­ 
olis gave him a dinner. Subsequently, 
after Mr. Lind had retired from poli­ 
tics and was simply practicing la v in 
New Ulm, the millers, needing advice 
as to. tile meaning and scope of the 
same Harter .bill, naturally called 
upon Mr. Lind for counsel. He came 
to Minneapolis in his capacity of law­ 
yer, gave an opinion and returned 
home. For this he rendered a moder­ 
ate bill and was duly paid. At the 
time when the Wilson bill was being 
considered Mr. Lip?, acted as adviser 
to the millers in their endeavor to 
have incorporated in the bill some 
measure whereby foreign countries 
which barred out our foodstuffs could 
be discriminated against.

T h e V a lu e o f th e D o lla r . 
The Mexican dollar contains about 
six grains more silver than the Ameri­ 
can dollar, and yet is only worth (that 
Is it will ouly buy) about half as much 
as the American dollar, even in Mex­ 
ico. The reason for this must be im­ 
mediately apparent to any reasoning 
man. Mexico is on the silver stand­ 
ard, the silver dollars are measured 
by themselves. 
Every fluctuation in 
the market price of bullion affects the 
purchasing power of the dollar, for, 
there being nothing except the silver 
dollar 
by 
wit * ii 
*o 
measure the 
value of th it do!la* 
it is as much 
a commodity as the bullion itself. The 
American dollar Is made exchangeable 
for gold, so that lf a man owes a debt 
payable in gold he can exchange sil­ 
ver, if lie happens to have it, for the 
gold with which to pay his debt, aud 
is put to no inconvenience. It is the 
object of the Republican party’ to pre­ 
serve this cigulition, and it can only 
do so by limiting the amount of silver 
coin so that it may lie exchanged for 
gold at the option of the holder of sil­ 
ver, just as the individual must have 
money in the 
bank 
ta redeem his 
cheek. 
The proposition of the silver men is 
that all debts shall be paid in silver, 
even if they have been contracted in 
gold. In order to accomplish this they 
would have to coin enough silver to 
balance the necoun* of the $600,000,- 
000 of gold that would be Immediately 
withdraw* from circulation, and as 
the silver is only worth about 50 cents 
on the dollar they would have th coin 
something like $1,200,000 of silver be­

Silver being a less Talus hie metal 
than gold, ca*» ue jjept on par W[tjj 
gold bv Tidy one means, and that is by 
so limiting the amount of it that there 
shall always be sis much gold in the 
country as there Is silver. A silver 
dollar is not as good as algoid dollar, 
unless you eau exchange it for a gold 
dollar, and whenever the number of 
silver dollars greatly exceeds the num­ 
ber of gold dollars the possibility of 
such an exchange censes. The value 
of a commodity is always depreciated 
by overproduction. The amount of 
gold in circulation in this country is 
now practically 
the 
same as the 
amount of silver, and therefore they 
are interchangeable one for the other, 
but lf the government should double 
the number of 
its 
silver dollars it 
would no longer be able to maintain 
the two at par. Having dollars of dif­ 
ferent value every tradesman would 
have to stop between 
purchase and 
sale to inquire whether the purchaser 
wanted to pay in the one metal or the 
other, and tie you.a have to keep a 
“ticker” in his store In order that he 
might calculate from the market re­ 
ports the value of each dollar that was 
presented to him.

Glencoe, Minn., Sept. 8.—The murder 
of Joseph Rogers has lieen avenged I 
and the perpetrators of that horrible 
crime last June have taen made to 
suffer the 
extreme penalty. 
Their 
bodies ar** now lying at the eity hall, 
cold In death, and their lives were 
taken by a revengful mob of friends 
of the murdered man. 
Between the hours of 12 and I Sat­ 
urday night JailerW addell was aroused 
from his slumbers by a gentle rap at 
his door, and. opening it, a. crowd of 
masked men, probably thirty in num­ 
ber. confronted him and forced their 
way into the residence portion of the 
jail. They then demand*^ the keys aud 
were refused, but in order to avoid 
serious codtaqucnces the keys to the 
corridor wore finally turned over to the 
detirm iued mob. The jailer refused to 
obey the demand to opes the doors aud 
was finally tied down to a chair while 
the mob jiruceeded to break the locks 
to the cages. A fter accomplishing this 
they seized 
the 
prisoners, ordered 
them to dress hastily, and in si>ite of 
their pitiful requests to ta given an 
opportunity to say a few words, were 
gagged aud taken away. The jailer im­ 
mediately gave the a la nu by notifying 
Sheriff Sandman, who iii tum notified 
Coroner Milos, and a search was im­ 
mediately begun. 
A short time later 
the bodies were found 
H auNlUN F ro m th e B r id g e 
crossing 
Buffalo creek, on the road 
which leads to the scene of the crime. 
The bodies were not yet entirely stiff, 
having apparently tacu hanging less 
than an hour. The body of Enigma i s 
was hanging on the east side aud that 
of Musgrove on the west, exactly as 
they stood when the m urder was com­ 
mitted. 
The bodies were raised to 
th** bridge by the sheriff and coroner 
and taken to the city hall, where they 
were prepared for burial. 
The rojie 
used was an inch rope ami the droji 
was something like fifteen feet. Their 
necks were broken by the fall. When 
found their feet were hanging in the 
water a ta u t a foot. 
No marks of vi­ 
olence wert* fouud on the lindies. 
The two men. Jailor Waddell and 
Guard Hopps, who were overpowered, 
are in a terrible state of mind over 
their existence, aud were so excited 
at the time that they were unable to 
give any description of the men who 
comprised the mob. 
All wore black 
masks and none but the leader spoke. 
The locks were broken off the cages 
with a sledge hammer. The best jh*o- 
ple in the city are loud in their de­ 
nunciation of the act. and while all 
agree that the men should have taen 
made to suffer the extreme jtenalty. 
they were in favor of letting the law 
take its course. Tho action of the mob 
is tieing severely criticised by the res­ 
idents aud the feeling against mob 
law is severe, 
An inquest will bo 
held over the remains to morrow. Tho 
mother of Cingula is is here aud tile 
relatives of both men have been noti­ 
fied, but have not yet ta*ui hoard from. 
Musgrove was found guilty of murder 
in tho second degree, while Cill gin ars 
had had no trial.

“No doubt.” lie wrote, “ whales are 
very particular in the quality of their 
food, for they are never to be found 
feeding where the w ater is dirty, but 
alm osrinvariably in clean, clear, dark- 
blue or light olive-green water. The 
usual way in which a whale feeds is 
to choose a 
spot av here 
the food is 
plentiful, and swim backward and for­ 
ward for ‘JOO or Hub yards with the 
nose just under Avater. They invaria­ 
bly swim from one side of the boat 
back agaiu to where they started from 
Avith their mouths open. They then 
close their jaw s and swallow the food 
caught. 
“They will go on iii this way feeding 
for an hour or more: after this they 
will disappear under the nearest ice 
and sleep there until they come out 
for exercise or for another meal. Un­ 
like other warm-blooded animals, they 
do not require to breathe through their 
nostrils while asleep, and they do not 
do so. W hales can sleep as Avell un­ 
der w ater as they do upon the surface, 
as I have often seen them disappear 
under solid ice aud remain there for 
many hours 
at a time. 
Sometimes 
they fall asleep av it Ii their heads down 
aud only their tails standing out of the 
water.”—Spectator.

At the lute R'publican convention of 
Arizona, held to elect delegates to the 
Nt. Ivouis convection, Toni Fitch, one 
of the most noted free-silver advocates 
in the Territory, was called upon to

responded 
in a 
speech 
which, for simple eloquence and beau­ 
ty of diction, deserves preservation. 
IT is reasons why he should remain in 
the Republican party are unanswera­ 
ble, and should be read by all Republi­ 
cans.

But now that the question of 
the nation’s financial honor is upper­ 
most. this other utterance of "the 
godlike D aniel” is seen to glow with 
the same oratorical fire as his reply to 
the blatant South Carolinian. This Is 
how he puts the question of the labor­ 
ing man’s relation to the currency:

SIXTY MILES AT A RUN. 


T he W in n ing llo ra e R ea d ied th e G oal In 
F our Hour* and T aronty-elght .Minute*. 
Tho longest horse race in history 
took place at Deer Lodge, Mon., on 
Nov. 17, 1870, a distance of 60 m iles’ 
continuous running, to tost the stay­ 
ing qualities of two local horses 
called Lizard and Billy Boy, and the 
stakes were $1,000 a side. 
Tho lirst 
riders selected wore: For Billy Boy, 
N at Evans, 80 pounds; Bobby Gra­ 
ham, 69; Eddy Evans, 75; for Liz­ 
ard, Tom m y Woods, 82 pounds, and 
Ben Phillips, 84, the intention being 
to chango every 10 or 15 m iles, as 
tho articles perm itted the horses to 
go as they pleased between start 
and stop. 
At 12:20 the judges mounted the 
stand, called up the race, and pre­ 
cisely at 12:30 by the judges’ timo 
the horses, on the second turn, wero 
off even on the race of 60 miles. 
Both horsos led off slow ly, B illy go­ 
ing at an easy lope, leading a length 
to tho quarter post, crossing the 
stretch a length behind. Time, 4:18. 
In the 
second 
m ilo Lizard was 
ahead. 
The fifth m ilo was made in 
3:15, w ith Lizard half a milo in the 
lead. 
At the end of tho eighth mile 
B illy w as a third of a m ile bohind. 
Fifteen 
m iles wero covered tn 1 
hour and 16 seconds, 
both horses 
being down 
to steady work and 
sw eating freely. 
Lizard overtook 
his com petitor on the sixteenth milo 
and at tho end of tho eighteenth 
m ile was a milo ahead. 
A t tho end of the tw enty-first m ile 
Lizard had gained one m ile and one- 
third. 
Tho horses kept pretty well 
together, Lizard still m aintaining 
h is m ile lead. 
Tho tim e ranged 
from 3:15 to 5:50, except on the 
thirty-fourth mile, which was made 
by B illy in 3:20 and the thirty-fifth 
by Lizard in 3:15. 
In the forty sec­ 
ond m ilo both horses trotted consid­ 
erably, Lizard having the advantage, 
as ho com pelled a lope from Billy. 
The hackers of B illy, w ho had been 
offoring largo bets, let up a little, 
but considerable m oney was still 
offered and taken. 
B illy w as over 
a length ahead, but it was ovidout 
the attem pt to get aw ay from Liz­ 
ard and make good the lost milo 
was useless, as B illy was going 
heavy and Lizard was as bright and 
springy on his feet as in tho first 
mile. 
In 
tho forty-eighth m ilo Billy 
showed punishm ent and wanted to 
quit. 
Both horses walked past tho 
judges’ stand. 
Tho 50 m iles wero 
run in 3 hours and 35 ,3 m inutes. 
B illy made a spurt on the fifty-first 
milo and wanted to quit at tho out­ 
come, when ho w as bled. 
Lizard 
kept on trotting at a good gait and 
cam e in in 7 :10. 
In the fifty-third 
and up to tho sixtieth m ile Lizard 
had it all his own way. 
Colonel 
Thornton, tho owner of Billy Boy, 
wras w illin g to give up tho race, but 
that there should be perfect satis­ 
faction sent out his horse, which 
m ade tho fifty-fourth milo, but on 
tho fifty-fifth m ilo show ed such ev i­ 
dent signs of exhaustion, having re­ 
fused all entreaties of the whip and 
voice to open a trot,'that he was led 
from tho track w hile Lizard was on 
the fifty-ninth mile. 
The gam e little horse kept up his 
gait, and he made his sixtieth m ile 
under 8 m inutes, and 60 m iles in 4 
hours and 28 m inutes, amid 
rousing shouts of the iC iU o r 500 peo- 
? 1° W-C rem ained to see the race 
out. H e looked good for the rest of 
a hundred, and apparently did not 
appreciate tho blankets and ribbons 
w ith w hich he w as in an instant 
covered as much as he would another 
dash 
around tho course. 
Lizard 
m ade tho last seven m iles in 32^4 
m inutes, m iles not noted. 
Lizard’s 
average tim o for a m ile w as 4:38.—

<bi .o< king the subject e.p 
in our authorities, encyclopedias, re­ 
ports of iin* department of agriculture, 
etc., we are surprised to tind that no 
mention is made of English clover. It 
seems that clover of no kind is native 
to that island. Tin common red vari- 
• ty was introduced there from conti­ 
nental Europe iiltout K!4t), and soon 
became popular and has been so ever 
since. 
They grow a variety called the 
Mammoth, or sapling clover, and we 


think tiiis is 
sometimes 
incorrectly 
called English clover. 
This large v a ri­ 
ety is excellent for fertilizing the soil, 
but unless cut quite green is not worth 
mm It as forage. 
The stalks become 
quite large and very tough, and stock 
w ill not cat them, so that u large part 
of t he phi lit is wastt d. 
Mr. W allace, in bis book on t ’lovei* 
Culture*, says of it: 
“ W h ile the M am ­ 
moth is far Inferior to the medium red 
as a hay crop, and 
therefore, we do 
not advise its cultivation where a ha.v 
crop is the main object, it has very im ­ 
portant advantages to tli* farm er who 
has exhausted the fertility of his land 
hj long years of cultivation in wheat, 
corn, oats and Max and who is not in 
shape either to buy live stock or to 
provide the shelter necessary to keep 
them at a profit. 
In such cast's as 
this we advise the sowing of M am ­ 
moth clover w ith every crop of spring 
grain, even though it he the intention 
to plow it up the succeeding year. 
It tomes in bloom two or throe weeks 
later than red clover, and on this ac­ 
count 
is often sown 
with the red, 
when intended for pasture*, as it pro­ 
longs tin* season considerably.’’
